killed 88 Chinese Reds in a 
bayonet charge 
Enemy forces, fighting a de­ 
laying action below the 38th 
Parallel, 
battled 
for 
every 
inch bf ground in two engage­ 
m en ts— against the marines 
on 
the 
central 
front 
near 
Hoengsong and against U.S. 
Army infantrymen near Seoul. 
On the east-central front resist­ 
ance also was strong as U.S. Sec­ 
ond Division troops ground out a 
half mile gain. 
Dramatic Battle 
T h e battle - hardened leather­ 
necks of the First Marine Division 
engaged in the most dramatic bat­ 
tle of the day when they stormed 
Cloverleaf Hill two and a half 
miles west of Hoengsong. 
The marines overcame buzzsaw 
resistance by elements of the Chi­ 
nese 6 6th Red Army entrenched 
on the strategic height Thursday 
morning but later the Communists 
regrouped and counter - attacked 
strongly. 
A front dispatch from interna­ 
tional News Service War Corres­ 
pondent Frank Conniff reported 
the marines were still “heavily en­ 
gaged” Thursday evening. 
In reporting on increased enemy 
resistance, Conniff quoted a Tenth 
Corps spokesman as saying. 
“The Communists are showing 
greater determ ination to remain in 
areas where they are in contact 
with Allied forces. They are fight­ 
ing stronger delaying actions." 
Increased Resistance 
Increased enemy resistance also 
cropped up on the western front 
near Seoul. 
9 
A 
reinforced American Third 
Division reconnaissance p a t r o l 
landed from assault boats on an 
island in the Han river four nules 
east of Seoul and after a five-hour 
light withdrew to the south bank 
of the stream. 
The American infantrymen tan 
into fierce opposition in the vil­ 
lage ol Chimsil at the southern tip 
of the island and also at Sinchon 
on the northern end. Enemy mor­ 
tal and artillery on the north bank 
oi the river also opened up on the 
Americans. 
The original plan of Allied of­ 
ficers was to take the island and 
set it up as a bridgehead from 
which tanks could attack enemy 
roops in the Red-held n&tion&l 
capital. 
Not of Major Importance 
Failure to hold the island, how­ 
ever, was not considered of major 
importance since the avowed aim 
of the “Killer Offensive" is to de­ 
stroy as many enemy troops as 
possible 
rather 
than 
to 
gain 
ground.

When college authorities of 297 
liberal arts colleges and universi­ 
ties were asked about the matter, 
78 per cent said that geography 
should help students become bet­ 
ter citizens. 
Comments by these 
authorities indicated that college 
students are woefully ignorant of 
nearly any phase of geography. 
The survey revealed that 77 per 
cent of the colleges and universi­ 
ties offer courses in geography, 
that 56 per cent have some stu­ 
dents enrolled in such courses, but 
that only 32 per cent have any 
students enrolled in American ge­ 
ography. 
Courses In Geography 
One might suppose that students 
majoring in economics, sociology, 
history or government would be

required 
to 
pursue a geography course, 92 per 
cent of the students majoring in 
sociology, 90 per cent majority in 
government, 90 per cent majoring 
in history and 64 per cent major 
ing in education.

geography! 
Now are colleges and universi­ 
ties concerned that their students 
should have had geography in high 
school? 
Out of 294 colleges and 
universities only one required ge 
ography for admission.

Gulf Divides Republican Party 
WASHINGTON, March 1.—The width of the table separating wit­ 
ness Thomas E. Dewey from his inquisitor, Senator K enneth Wherry 
of Nebraska, is the gulf that divides the Republican party. Actually 
it is as great as the distance between W herry’s Nebraska and Dewey’s 
New York State. 
The exchange between the two men was also a footnote to the 
election campaign of 1948. Dewey could not express his true convic­ 
tions in that campaign because in state after state were found 
Republican congressional candidates who were diametrically opposed 
to the views of the Republican presidential candidate. 
After the 
muted 
cadences of his speeches in that campaign. 
Dewey’s forthright statem ent on troops to Europe was like a gust of 
fresh air. It was followed by Senator Jam es Duff’s equally clear and 
direct broadcast Sunday evening. It may well be a fatal mistake in this 
critical hour, Duff said, if we substitute political opinion for military 
judgm ent in w hat is clearly a military matter. 
At Opposite Poles 
Duff and Dewey are at opposite poles temperamentally as. in the 
past, they have been politically. Yet, their agreem ent on this issue 
and on the role of General Eisenhower would seem to unite them 
beyond the irrigation of past disagreements. Similarly, Harold Stassen, 
the form er Minnesotan now' president of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania, is firmly aligned with those who hold that cooperation with 
Western Europe is of param ount importance. 
How the breach in the Republican party can be healed befor* 
1952 it is impossible now' to see. Even the expectation of what 
appeared to be certain victory was not sufficient to close it in ’48. 
Still another Republican faction was heard from the other day 
with Senator K arl Mundt of South Dakota openly proposing a new 
party to be formed in alliance with the southern Democrats. This 
would be called the Liberty party and it would be anti-socialist, social­ 
ism in this instance being whatever Senator Mundt chose to brand 
with that name. 
Such a party has real possibilities. It would have an appeal in 
rural areas where resentment of the domination of the cities is a 
growing force. Thus the Liberty party might unite Mississippi and 
South Dakota. 
Appeal Would Be Dubious 
But it could hardly be expected to carry weight in any of th* 
populous states. Even in highly prosperous farm areas the appeal 
would be dubious since farm subsidies and the government-enforced 
parity price system might well be branded as socialistic. The net effect 
would be to splinter the Republican party still further since a so-called 
Liberty party could hardly be expected to have any greater success in 
the South than the Dixiecrats had three years ago. 
If this same deep chasm of division prevails next year, then it 
must be counted a tragedy. The Democratic party has been in power 
for nearly 20 years. In the very nature of things it is tired, enfeebled, 
ingrown with the habit of office holding. I believe that most Americans 
regardless of party would like to be able to turn to a positive alterna­ 
tive that offers them a future and not a return to the past. 
Yet Senator Robert A. Taft, Wherry- and the others who think 
as they do sometimes appear determined to make a Republican victory 
impossible. There was, of course. T aft’s impressive 
triumph 
by a 
majority of more than 400,000 in Ohio last fall. But w hether that can 
be translated into national terms is another matter. 
Sometimes Overlooked 
What is sometimes overlooked with respect to the Ohio contest 
is that it was an illustration of the old political axiom about not 
being able to beat something with nothing. The Democrats seemed 
determined to demonstrate their bankruptcy by a wholly negativ* 
campaign—a candidate who was a cipher, and silly and wholly un­ 
realistic attacks on the “Taft-IIartley slave labor law.” 
Reports from the South have it that even in that traditional 
fortress of the Democratic party they are ready for a sweeping change 
in Washington Give us, the word comes from the South, the right man 
and we will vote Republican By the right man more often than not 
they mean Eisenhower. There are persistent rumors of the developing 
outline of a carefully worked out plan which would put at least five 
southern states in the Republican column if General Eisenhower were 
at the top of the ticket. 
Taft and Wherry have had their say. Whatever their intention in 
the first instance may have been, they have succeeded, as Dewey said, 
In encouraging defeatism at home and since both have a thorough 
understanding of the politics of the Senate, they can have had few 
illusions about how the final vote will go. 
But they also understand how- thoroughly under control is t h * 
machinery of the Republican party and how tightly the Taft faction 
holds the levers. The way those levers are pulled will determine how 
the v o t e s »re cast in the Republican convention next year. And those, 
or so the Taft group confidently assumes, are the decisive votes.

Over 28,000 State 
Youths Enrolled

HARRISBURG, March 1.—The 
4-H 
club’s 
goal 
of 
developing 
“head, hands, heart and health” is 
catching on to an increasing ex 
tent in Pennsylvania. 
E n r o l l m e n t 
in 
club units 
throughout the state reached an­ 
other new high in 1950. according 
to the Pennsylvania State college 
agricultural extension service. 
Enrolled in the program last 
year were 28,341 youths in rural 
areas, an increase of almost 2,000 
over the previous year. 
In addition, the service reports, 
3,800 older boys and girls were 
enrolled in senior extension clubs 
conducting 
special 
programs of 
discussions, lectures, debates, rec­ 
reation, vocational guidance and 
Community service. 
The service lists these major 
projects for members of agricul­ 
tural 4-H clubs. 
Baby beeves, pigs, dairy ani­ 
mals, lambs, rabbits, turkeys, ca­ 
pons, 
baby 
chicks, 
bees, 
home 
gardens, 
strawberries, 
tomatoes, 
sweet corn, field corn, potatoes, 
flowers, forestry, wildlife, tobacco 
and farm shops. 
Club 
members 
produced 
480 
tons of beef and 366 tons of pork 
in 1950. 
They cared for 2.565 dairy ani­ 
mals. raised 19.125 capons and 
20.000 baby chicks, the service re­ 
ported. Their gardens covered 90 
acres and yielded products worth 
$26.450. 
Tomatoes grown by members 
totaled 136 tons with a value of 
$8,160. Participants also harvested 
72.000 
bushels of potatoes and 
96.800 dozen ears of sweet corn.

The source amplified this by 
saying that huge classes have been 
demilitarized but are being held 
in reserve. 
They make no mention of satel­ 
lite forces nor the sizeable forces 
of the Chinese Communists,” he 
added. 
“In short they attempt to justify 
the lack of demobilization at the 
end of the last war and indeed the 
building up of these forces by tak­ 
ing as a base period the year in 
which the Western powers had rel­

Everything in life that is worth­ 
while, we pay for, he stated. 
We 
do not even get the love of our 
wives and children for nothing. 
We have to earn it. 
Honor Paden’s Memory 
It is up to us as individuals and 
as Kiwanians to pick our path it* 
life.

JESUS TAUGHT, BLESSED AND HEALED 


Scripture—Mark 10 


Christ and Zebcdee’s children. 


"Whosoever would become great among you, shall be your minister." 
—Mark 1043. 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 


The events of this lesson all 
took place in February and March, 
A. D. 28. 
We recently had a les­ 
son on Jesus’ activities during one 
day. and the time depicted in to­ 
day’s lesson is surely an active 
one, although at the time the Lord 
was 
in 
semi-retirement 
training 
His disciples for carrying on His 
work after His departure 
from 
earth. 
The scenes described here are 
nearly all in Perea, west of the 
Jordan, but the healing of the 
blind man was near Jericho, as 
the account says. 
Answering the Pharisees, who 
were ever trying to get Jesus to 
say something by which they^ could 
trap Him; blessing little children; 
teaching the people, healing the 
afflicted, and training the disci­ 
ples for their work, were among 
His activities during this period. 
He knew His time on earth was 
short, although He could not seem 
to make the apostles conscious of 
it. 
The Pharisees asked Him, "Is it 


lawful for a man to put away his 
wife?” 
“What 
did 
Moses 
command 
you?” Jesus asked them, 
"Moses suffered to write a bill 
of divorcement, and to put her 
away.” they said. 
"For the hardness of your heart 
he wrote you this precept,” said 
Jesus. “From the beginning of the 
creation God made them male and 
female; and they twain shall be 
one 
flesh; 
what 
therefore 
God 
hath joined together, let not man 
put asunder.” 
Later, in 
a 
house, Jesus en­ 
larged upon His answers to the 
Pharisees. 
The Christian church 
has always considered marriage a 
sacred 
institution, 
and 
deplored 
the modern tendency to divorce 
—one of our major problems. 
The 
beautiful 
story 
of 
Jesus 
blessing 
*'ttle children 
is 
next. 
Mothers „ me to the Lord, bring­ 
ing their children that they might 
be blest. 
The disciples evidently 
thought this an 
interruption 
to 
their talk and a bother. 
They re­ 
buked the mothers. 
Jesus grew angry with them — 
He 
was 
“dsipleased”—and 
said, 
“Suffer the little children to come 


unto Me, and forbid them not; for 
of such is the kingdom of God.” 
And He took them up in His 
arms, put His hands upon them, 
and blessed them.” 
This w riter rem embers a lovely 
song we used to sing abcut this 
episode in Sunday school, wherein 
a child wishes he had been present 
at that time and that he might 
have had the Master’s arm around 
him and “seen His kind look when 
He said, ’Let the little ones come 
unto Me’.” 
Does 
anyone 
recall 
the 
song 
and is it sung now? 
This lesson also includes the 
story of the young man who came 
to Christ, and. kneeling at His 
feet, asked what he must do to be 
saved. 
Jesus told him to obey the 
moral laws, and he said he had 
done so all his life. 
Then, said Jesus, “go thy way, 
sell 
whatsoever 
thou 
hast, 
and 
give to the poor, and thou shalt 
have 
treasure 
in 
heaven; 
and 
come, take up thy cross, and fol­ 
low Me.” 
Mark says Jesus looked at the 
young man and loved him, but the 
youth went away sorrowing, for 
he could not bring himself to part 
with his wealth. 
Maybe he found 
out later that riches do not neces­ 
sarily bring happiness. 
They may 
fly away. 
We never hear about 
him any more. 
If he had done as 
Christ asked, he. too, might now 
be one of the saints. _ 
Jesus and His followers started 
their journey to Jerusalem at this 
time—the last journey of Jesus to 
1 hat city. 
Once more He told His 
disciples 
of 
w’hat 
awaited 
Him 
there, but their minds were on 
other things. 
Jam es 
and John 


sons of Zebedee, asked a favor of 
their Master; 
"G rant unto us that we may 
sit, one on Thy right hand, and 
the other on Thy left hand, in Thy 
glory.” 
What a small, selfish request to 
be made at such a time! 
Jesus 
asked them if they could face the 
torture and martyrdom that He 
was facing. 
They said they could, and He 
answered them that that fate was 
surely in store for them, but even 
so. He had no power to say who 
should sit on His right side or His 
Iqft. The other disciples, naturally 
were displeased with James and 
John. 
Jesus 
emphasized 
again 
what 
He had told them before, that he 
who 
would 
be 
greatest 
among 
them — deserving 
of 
honors — 
should be their minister—even as i 
He came to minister unto others, ! 
not to be served by them 
On the road to Jericho, a blind | 
man named Bartimaeus, cried to 
Christ for help. 
Jesus healed him 
because he had faith. 
Doesn’t this lesson make us feel 
ashamed of our rebellion against 
our 
responsibilities? 
Learn 
to : 
“minister unto others”, and not 
only shall we have God’s approval, 
but our lives-—even the world at 
large—will be the better for our 
having lived.

Since alcoholism is an illness, 
it is a medical problem and a phy­ 
sician 
or psychiatrist 
interested 
in the problem should be consulted 
whenever possible. 
Diagnosis of 
the 
underlying 
causes—mental, 
physical or s o c i a l — responsible for 
the excessive uncontrolled drink 
mg should be determined at the 
outset in order to prescribe the 
most effective treatment for the 
individual afflicted. 
There are many forms of treat­ 
ment employed for alcoholism in 
eluding psychiatry, psychoanalysis 
conditioned-reflex treatment, hos­ 
pitalization. 
religious conversion, 
Alcoholics Anonymous, and others. 
All have played a part in the story 
of rehabilitation. No one of these 
treatm ents should be expected to 
produce 
recovery 
for 
all 
alco­ 
holics. 
In 
every 
case 
where 
a 
drinker is suffering from the phy­ 
sical effects of a prolonged drink­ 
ing bout, hospitalization should be 
made as quickly as possible to pre­ 
vent 
serious complications. Phy­ 
sical recovery is essential before 
attempting to treat the underlying 
causes of the compulsion to drink 
Perhaps physical diseases or dis­ 
orders of a s e n j u s nature are 
directly responsible for one using 
alcohol as a pain killer. Medical 
attention will rule out such pos­ 
sibilities or establish them, as the 
case may be. Once the alcoholic 
has been ‘‘dried out” and his phy­ 
sical 
distress 
reduced, 
measures 


ing the course of treatment, the 
patient is given intermittent doses 
of 
alcohol 
quickly 
followed 
by 
medicine to induce vomiting and 
lingering nausea. In time, this re­ 
peated process builds up an auto­ 
matic aversion to the taste, sight, 
scent or thought of liquor. This 
aversiqn, however, will not last in­ 
definitely once the patient is dis­ 
charged. 
It must 
be 
reinforced 
from time to time. If the patient 
supports this treatm ent with group 
therapy such as is practiced by re­ 
covered 
alcoholics, the 
abersion 
treatment can be a most effective 
initial help along the route to re­ 
covery. 
Psychiatric 
treatment 
begins 
with the doctor's attempt to help 
the patient develop insight of his! 
own so that he will learn and un­ 
derstand for himself more about 
the unconscious motives and urges 
which have led h.m to use alcohol 
excessively. 
Frequently, 
patients 
can be taught to see how futile are 
their attempts to escape by way of 
alcohol and thus become less apt 
to use alcohol when confronted 
with future distressing problems. 
The patient is made to realize that 
for him. drinking in moderation 
is an impossibiltv. He is helped to 
understand himself and to know 
that the fault is not the bottle, but 
in himself. With the growth of in­ 
sight comes the decline of depend­ 
ence on alcohol and the birth of 
a sincere desire to recover. Such 
treatm ent is not of short duration 
and. of course, is not available to 
all due to shortage of facilities 
for such. 
The Clinic approach to alcohol-1 
ism is a most effective recovery! 


the clinic and every effort ex 
pended to correct them. There is 
urgent need for more of these 
clinics on the community level to 
care for the large group of neg­ 
lected alcoholics who could be sal­ 
vaged w’ere proper care and guid­ 
ance to be exercised. Jails and 
workhouses have miserably failed 
as remedies. Much less costly and 
far more effective measures could 
be introduced with the establish­ 
ment of community clinics. Every 
citizen can contribute to the cause 
of 
rehabilitation 
by 
supporting 
plans for community clinics, or by 
lending their active assistance to 
those already in operation.

Springs, Ark., disclosed the ex­ 
periments would begin at the insti­ 
tution next Monday. 
The 18 selected to participate in 
the experiment were picked from 
a list of 300 applicants suffering 
from the little known disease in all 
parts of the nation. 
Robinson said the new formula 
was found by the hospital’s re­

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Van Zandt 
ciates, Drs. Vernon E 
and Bernard Lavine. 
He said they analyzed chemical 
differences in the blood of well 
persons and those suffering from 
the disease.

TREE AND FOREST FACTS 
Counting a few Tong naturalized 


species there are 128 different 
kinds of trees native to Pennsyl­ 
vania In all of Europe, not count­ 
ing Russia, there are only 85. 
Counting the 228 varieties and the 
87 hybrids, there is a total of 1,177 
different forms cf trees in the 
United States. 
. 
Even one who is reasonably in­ 
terested in trees is not very much 
impressed by the foregoing figures 
until he learns that in all of Eng­ 
land there are only 29 species; 
France 34; Germany 60. We have 
no figures available for Lawrence 
county, yet. it is safe to state that 
there are more species found here 
than in Germany. 
Dogwoods bloom in profusion in 
many parts of our country. The 
same can be said of locusts. \e t, 
only the most rabid nature fans 
will bother to go out for a look 
Visiting Britishers are ^wed by 
the beauty of some American trees 
in full flower. The blossoms of 
English trees are inconspicuous 
since most of them are oaks and 
beeches. Oaks and beeches have 
blossoms, but have you ever seen 
them? Incidentally, if we have one 


or two more mild days the soft 
maples will burst Into full bloom. 
Of the many kinds of trees only 
34 softwoods and 70 hardwoods 
are commercially 
important. 
In 
the language of the lumberman, 
generally speaking, hardwoods are 
broadleaved trees; softwoods bear 
needles. These term s have nothing 
to do with the actual hardness of 
the wood .since some hardwoods 
are softer' than some of the so- 
called softwoods. Most hardwoods 
are deciduous, meaning that they 
shed their foliage annually, while 
most softwoods retain their leaves 
for more than one year. 
Many people believe that all 
conifers or cone-bearing trees are 
evergreens. As a m atter of fact, 
the larch and the cypress both 
shed their needles every year. 
There is one broadleaf tree, called 
the gingko, which botanically is 
not a hardwood. The gingko has the 
distinction of being the oldest re­ 
maining species of a prehistoric 
order of trees. There are several 
of them on the west end of the 
Diamond. 
The 
foliage 
of 
the 
gingko does not consist of true 
leaves, 
rather 
they 
might 
be 
likened to flattened needles. Con­ 
ventional 
hardwood leaves like 
those of maple and oak are pro­ 
vided with veins which give sup­ 
port and also act as conductive 
vessels, carrying the sap and other 
products. Gingko leaves are pro­ 


vided with structures that ma­ 
terially 
strengthen them. 
How­ 
ever, they are more like pleats. 
Trees age and grow and mature 
just like other living things. Some 
kinds of trees, such as aspen, sel­ 
dom live more than 70 or 80 years. 
Others may attain an age of sev­ 
eral hundred or even thousands of 
years. John Muir the famous na- 
tuarlist counted the rings in the 
stump of a giant sequoia and 
found it to be more than 4,000 
years old. There are no positive 
records showing that one of these 
big trees ever died of old age. This 
also applies to the redwood. The 
largest sequoia in eastern North 
America stands along a fence near 
Lima, Chester county, Pennsyl- 
vania. 
Pennsylvania 
is 
the 
meeting 
ground of the northern and south 
ern species of trees; those from 
the south advancing up our large 
river valleys, while the northern 
species follow the Allegheny high­ 
lands. This accounts in part for 
the many types of trees found in 
Ottr stAti?. 
When the country was new it is 
calculated that 822 million acres 
were forest covered. The present 
forestland area is about 830 mil­ 
lion acres. In a single plot our 
forest lands would make a tract 
2,500 miles long by 387 miles wide. 
The world’s total forested area 
is divided as follows: United States 


has 9.1 percent, Russia 21.1 per­ 
cent, British Commonwealth of 
Nations 21 percent. Brazil 13.4 
percent. The balance is divided 
among 50 other nations. 
Wood is growing in our forests 
at the rate of 11 billion c u b ic feet 
per year. It is being taken from 
the forests at the rate of about 13 
billion cubic feet per year. Two 
billion cubic feet annually is lost 
to fire, insects, and disease. 
♦

For Cigarettes 


Mobilizing Americans 
To Puff To New Record 


W A SH IN G T O N , March 1— (IN S) 
— Mobilizing Americans are ex­ 
pected to puff themselves to a 
new cigaret consumption record 
M they busy themselves with the 
palion's war preparations. 
Back in the early fall the Agri- 
fullure department predicted that 
th ^ nation would smoke a new 
record amount of cigarets this 
year. But more up-to-date infor­ 
mation shows that smokers will 
burn away even more tobacco than 
was earlier thought. 
Agriculture Secretary Brannan 
has asked farmers to plant from 12 
to 14 percent more acres to hur­ 
ley and flue-cured tobacco— major 
cigaret types— this year to meet 
the great demand. 
Brannan upped his request for 
flue-cured tobacco from one B il­ 
lion. 235 million pounds this year 
to one billion. 297 million pounds. 
He asked for an increase of al­ 
most 40 million pounds of hurley 
from a previously announced goal 
of 542 million pounds. 
This will mean, he says, that 
each farm w ill increase flue-cured 
tobacco acreages by about 14 per­ 
cent and burley by about 12 per-

Smokers pulled through about 363 
billion butts last year. That was 
three percent more than in 1949. 
The experts say the greater to­ 
bacco consumption will be due to 
harder work throughout the na­ 
tion. Secretary Brannan says: 
“ We want to be on the safe side, 
production-wise, 
during the 
de­ 
fense emergency, and we antici­ 
pate that a higher level of indus­ 
trial activity will stimulate the 
demand for these tobaccos.”

He was brought to America 
by Charles J. Margiotti of Pitts­ 
burgh. who over the weekend ten­

The 
young lawyer, who says that he 


is the only Margiotti listed in the 
Rome telephone directory despite 
the size of the city, learned to 
speak F.nglish in less than a year. 
There is no relationship be­ 
tween the two Margiottis 
The 
former attorney general decided 
to bring the Rome lawyer to the 
United 
States after their trails 
crossed accidently while the state 
official was visiting in Italy.
